We have a chance to sign a petition, which if enough signatures - 
1 1 7,000 - are gathered, will put an Amendment text to the Oregon 
State Constitution for us to vote on. 

The Amendment text reads: The state shall not spend public funds for 
any abortion , except when medically necessary or as may be required 
by federal law.

MUSIC MINISTRY / MINISTERIO DE LA MUSICA 


T he first section in our new Hard- 
bound Hymnal Journeysongs , 
Third edition contains music for 
the Liturgy of the Hours. Also known 
as the Divine Office, it is the daily 
prayer of the Church, marking the 
hours of each day and sanctifying the 
day with prayer. Together with the 
Mass, it constitutes the official public 
prayer life of the Church. 



"The divine office, in keeping with 
ancient Christian tradition, is so devised that the whole 
course of the day and night is made holy by the praise 
of God. Therefore, when this wonderful song of praise is 
correctly celebrated by priests and others deputed to it by 
the Church, or by the faithful praying together with a priest 
in the approved form, then it is truly the voice of the Bride 
herself addressed to her Bridegroom. It is the very prayer 
which Christ himself together with his Body addresses to 
the Father. Hence all who take part in the divine office are 
not only performing a duty for the Church, they are also 
sharing in what is the greatest honor for Christ's Bride; for 
by offering these praises to God they are standing before 
God's throne in the name of the Church, their Mother." 
(Vatican II, Sacrosanctum Concilum no. 84, 85) 


Rooted in Jewish worship, the Liturgy of the hours revolves 
around the Psalms, and is supplemented by hymns, read- 
ings, canticles, and other prayers and antiphons. The five 
Hours are the Office of Readings, Morning Prayer, Daytime 
Prayer (which can be prayed at midmorning, midday or 
midafternoon), Evening Prayer and Night Prayer. 

The two most important Hours are Morning and Evening 
Prayer. These each include a Gospel canticle: the Canticle 
of Zechariah from Luke 1 :68-79 for Morning Prayer (known 
as the Benedictus), and the Canticle of Mary from Luke 
1 :46-55 for Evening Prayer (known as the Magnificat).

L a primera seccion de nuestro nuevo Himnario de tapa 
dura Journeysongs , Tercera edicion contiene musica 
para la Liturgia de las Horas. Tambien conocida como 
la Oficina Divina, es la oracion diaria de la Iglesia, mar- 
cando las horas de cada dia y santificando el dia con la 
oracion. Junto con la Misa, constituye la vida oficial de 
oracion publica de la Iglesia. 

"Por una antigua tradicion cristiana, el Oficio divino esta 
estructurado de tal manera que la alabanza de Dios con- 
sagra el curso entero del dia y de la noche, y cuando los 
sacerdotes y todos aquellos que han sido destinados a esta 
funcion por institucion de la Iglesia cumplen debidamente 
ese admirable cantico de alabanza, o cuando los fieles oran 
junto con el sacerdote en la forma establecida, entonces es 
en verdad la voz de la misma Esposa que habla al Esposo; 
mas aun, es la oracion de Cristo, con su Cuerpo, al Padre. 
Por tanto, todos aquellos que ejercen esta funcion, por 
una parte, cumplen la obligacion de la Iglesia, y por otra, 
participan del altisimo honor de la Esposa de Cristo, ya 
que, mientras alaban a Dios, estan ante su trono en nombre 
de la madre Iglesia." (Concilio Vaticano II, Sacrosanctum 
Concilum no. 84, 85) 

Enraizada en la adoracion judia, la liturgia de las horas 
gira en torno a los Salmos, y se complementa con himnos, 
lecturas, canticos y otras oraciones y antifonas. Las cinco 
horas son la Oficina de lecturas, oracion de la manana, 
oracion del dia (que se puede rezar a media manana, 
mediodia o tarde), oracion vespertina y oracion nocturna. 

Las dos horas mas importantes son la oracion matutina 
y vespertina. Cada uno de ellos incluye un cantico del 
Evangelio: el Cantico de Zacarias de Lucas 1 : 68-79 para 
la Oracion de la Manana (conocido como el Benedictus) y 
el Cantico de Maria de Lucas 1 : 46-55 para la Oracion de 
la Noche (conocido como el Magnificat).
